(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


HE hearing was concluded of the action 
T in which Owen Smith, a building con- 
tractor, of Francis street, Dublin. 
claimed £2,247 14s. 6d. against the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works in Ireland for work 
and labour done, money paid and services 
rendered for the defendants, and damages for 
the alleged wrongful determining of a con- 
tract dated 10th October, 1933. : 
Mr. Dockrell, K.C.; Mr. Kingsmill Moore, 
K.C., and Mr. J. P. Murnane (instructed by 
Messrs. Good and Murray) appeared for the 
plaintiff: and Mr. Geoghegan, K.C.; Mr. 
Martin Maguire, K.C.. and Mr. I. J. Kelly 
(instructed by Mr. P. Coll) for the defendants. 
The plaintiff in his statement of claim 
stated that he entered into a contract with 
the Commissioners of Public Works on the 
10th of October, 1935. whereby he undertook 
for the sum of £4,961 7s. 6d. to carry. out 
the overhaul of the roofs of the hangars Nos. 
ó and 4 at Baldonnel Aerodrome, Co. Dublin. 
I: was a term of the contract that the work 
on the hangars should be completed on the 
3rd February, 1934. Plaintiff was ordered to 
commence work on Hangar No. 4, when it 
was discovered that the ends of the roof 
principals or trusses, where they were sup- 
ported on the piers in the centre of the 
hangar, were rotten, and had settled down 
from three to six inches. Defendants ordered 
the plaintiff to carry out the necessary work 
with relation to the roof principals and 
hammer brackets, which formed no part of 
fhe original contract, and entailed a cost of 
approximately £600. During the progress of 
the work defendants’ architect altered the 
contract in respect of the repair of the 
lantern lights, roof lights and valley lights in 
the aerodrome. Plaintiff was ordered to take 
out the entire lights and replace them by new 
lichts. This new work cost approximately 
£900. Purlins had to be cut out, repaired 
ani replaced from the under side of the roof, 
which meant the erection of a.scaffold and 
extra cost to the extent of £220. Plaintiff 
completed the work on Hangar No. 4, but 
defendants, he alleged, in breach of their 
contraet, refused to allow him to do the wor’ 
on Hangar No. 3, although he was ready and 
willing*to de só. 


DEFENDANTS’ CASE 


Defendants denied the several allegations 
and matters. set forth in the statement of 
claim, and said that the plaintiff agreed in 
September, 1933, in consideration of the de- 
fendants agreeing to pay him the sum of 
£670 14s. 4d. in respect of each hangar, that 
he would take out and replace the lantern 
lights, and that the original contract should 
be amended accordingly. Defendants furtber 
stuted that the delay complained of was due 


to the plaintiff's failure to provide a guffi- 


cient staff-of tradesmen and workmen and to 
provide sufficient materials. They denied that 
thé plaintiff suffered the alleged, or . any, 
damage, and said that from time to time 
they paid sums amounting to £2,938 in re- 
spect of the work done by the plaintiff under 
the contract. Plaintiff, they alleged, did not 
proceed with the contract with due diligence 
and despatch, and they duly determined the 
contract by notice dated November 21, 1934. 
All directions given by the defendants’ 
architect were given in accordance with the 
terms of the contract, and not otherwise. 

Yesterday was the eighth day of the 
trial, and a number of expert witnesses have 
been examned on either side. 


PLAINTIFF’S EVIDENCE 


The plaintiff, giving evidence, denied that 
he had neglected to provide a sufficient num- 
ber of men and material to carry out the 
contract, and said that on one occasion the 
work was stopped by the defendants for 
three weeks while he was awaiting a decision 
about how the roof.was to be constructed. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Geoghegan, he said 
that before taking the contract at Baldonnel, 
he had been a contractor for four years, 
and was in the building business since he 
was 16 years of age. e had carried out 
several contracts of magnitude, the biggest 
heing worth roughly £30,000. He had built 
the Terenure Telephone Exchange at a con- 
tract price of £8,000. 

Mr. Geoghegan—I put it to you that either 
through inexperience or lack of knowledge 
some of your prices in the bill of quantities 
were foolishly low—so low that the more 
work you did the greater your loss would 
be?—In pricing the bill of quantities, ten- 
ders were invited from the different pro- 
viders for the materials required, and on 
these prices our tender was based. 

Mr. Geoghegan put it to the plaintiff, in 
further cross-examination, that several well- 
known firms had submitted tenders greatly in 
excess of his, one tender being for £7,726. 
“Does it occur to you now, asked Mr. 
Geoghegan, ‘‘that you may have blundered 
in your pricings?”’ 

“No,” repled the plaintiff, “If I could 
gave even one shilling a yard on the tar- 
macadam it would mean an item of £300 in 
the contract.”’ 

Mr. Geoghegan—Of course you would have 
a tremendous advantage over all these other 
firms if you could put in a tender so much 
below them and afterwards get paid on 
what is called a quantum meruit basis? 


THE LOWEST TENDER 


Mr. Justice Hanna—Of course he would. 
It shows the evil of being compelled to take 
the lowest tender. It is ridiculous in some 


of these big contracts. You and I would not , 


do it if we were getting anything of im- 
portance done. 

Mr. Geoghegan—That is not always the 
rudent thing to do by any means. This 
illustrates it. 

In further cross-examination, the plain- 
tiff said that he was adjudicated a bankrupt

He 
had been sentenced to four years’ penal servi- 
tude.- John Reilly had been corivicted on one 
count, charging him with conspiracy to de- 
fraud the Board of Health. 

Mr, Charles F. Casey (instructed by Mr 
James J. O’Connor) appeared for Thomas 
Reilly; Mr. Peter Nugent (instructed by Mr 
William J. Ryan) for John Reilly; and Mr. 
Joseph A. McCarthy, K.C.. Mr. Kevin Haugh 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) for 
the Attorney-General.

There was a limitation, submitted Mr. 
Casey, on the number of charges upon which 
an accused perso: could be indicted. . 

Having dealt with the duty of a trial judge 
to take special pains to point out to the jury 
everything that could be said for the defence 
of an accused person who was not repre- 
sented, Mr. Casey said that it was the duty 
of the trial judge at the end of the State 
case to tell the accused person who was not 
represented what charges he had. to meet, 
and if the State had not discharged the onus 
of proof, the trial judge should tell the jury 
that the State had not discharged the onus 
of proof on such and such a count, 

At the end of the case for the State the 
prosecution had not, said Mr. Casey, dis- 
charged the onus of proof in respect of a 
large number of offences referred to in the 
indictment, and the accused man was preju- 
diced by being allowed to go into the witness- 
bo 


x. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—Is it argued now that 
there was no evidence to support some of 
these counts at the close of the entire case? 

Mr. Casey—No; at the close of the case 
for the State. 

The accused man should not, said Mr. 
Casey, have been allowed to go into the box 
to meet a case that he should not have been 
called upon to meet. 

This objection, said Mr. Casey in reply to 
the Court, affected all the counts of false 
pretences. At the end of the case for the 
State there were, he stated, two vital matters 
which had not been proved by the State. One 
was that there was no proof of the appoint- 
ment of Thomas Reilly as clerk or servant 
of the Board of Health, or that he was acting 
in that capacity. 

Mr, Justice Sullivan—Do you say there 
was no witness for the State to give evidence 
that, of his own knowledge, this man was 
acting as secretary of the Board ? 

Mr, Casey—No; I do not say that, because 
there was certainly evidence on that point; 
but what I say is: the appointment was not 
Ean proved. 

here was no proof at all by the State, 
continued Mr. Casey, of the falsehood of the 
alleged pretences, and there was no proof that 
in making any alleged false pretence the 
accused man was clerk or servant of the 
Laoighis Board of Health.

Rules for Sun Bathing 


PROTECTING YOUR SKIN 


bathing gradually. For the first day it is 
quite enough to expose the legs up to the 
knees for five minutes to direct sunlight ; 
next day half-way up the thighs for eight 
minutes, and so on. . 

(ec): Prepare your skin for exposure to 
direct sunlight by using a good sun- 
bathing oil—but note the directions. Little 
and often, massaged well in, is the genera 
rule. If you use too much or too grea 
an oil you will, literally, fry your skin 
with results both painful and unsight}) 
Other useful points to remember 
that sun-bathing is always better if co: 
bined with exercise—playing games 
dancing—as this at once stimulates 
cools the skin. 

A white sun-bathing dress is best, it 
should be loosely woven, and if it is of 
artificial silk it will admit more of the 
ultra-violet rays than any other fabric 
Further, a white, cloudy sky is just as 
good for sun-bathing as a cloudless blue 
one—and less risky for the incautious. 


SKIN PROTECTION 


It is necessary to distinguish between 
sunburn and tan. Avoid the first as 
eagerly as you pursue the second, if it 
happens to suit you. 

The most sensible way is, of course, to 
protect the skin with a good cream. A 


_very simple and effective protective cream 


may be made cheaply at home. For this 
take 1 oz. of lanoline and 1 drachm of 
tragacanth powder. . Put the lanoline on a 
plate, and gradually sift in the powder. 
When using this cream, massage it well, 
but gently, into the skin, and then wipe 
it off with cotton wool or cleansing tissues. 
There are some skins that refuse to ta: 
and will merely sunburn if not prope 
treated. The above is a very necessa 
precaution for them. It is also well 
possessors of such skins to avoid cleansing 
creams in summer, and to use 
stead either a complexion -milk or 
cucumber lotion. The reason is that | 
much fat tends to over-heat the sh 
increase the trouble, instead of soot 


it. 
CHIEF TROUBLES 


The two chief troubles with the s 
summer are greasiness and dryness 
who suffer from the first complai 
too apt to deal with it by using st 
astringent lotions. This is a great mista 
for not only does it actually make 
pores of the skin expand more after 
first violent contraction, but it is api 
lead to severe and painful chapping 

The proper treatment is internal. D 
plenty of barley and lemon water 
meals, and, if you must use an astring 
use it only once a day, immediately aft 
the morning wash. 

A good home-prepared astringent lotion 
is: equal parts of rosewater, witch haze! 
eau de Cologne and elderflower water. 

For. dry skin no astrifigent should be 
used at all beyond a few drops of pure 
lemon juice in the water to remove flakes 
of dry skin. The dry skin should have as 
much of a good skin food as it will absorb 
patted in twice a day, and be treated to a 
thin layer of specially nourishing cream 
left on all night. 


SOFT WATER 


All types of skin, and, most particularly, 
dry skins, should in summer be washed 
in the softest water obtainable—wa 
rainwater if you can get it, and the mildest 
obtainable soap. If hard water is you 
inevitable lot, soften it with a knob 
borax. And never use water more tlia? 
lukewarm. 

The very best skin tonic of all is, merci- 
fully, available to everyone in our climate 
—good cleansing, followed by an hour in 
the open air without a scrap of cream, 
powder or any other make-up, and if 
is rainy weather so much the better for 
your skin. 

But let it be remembered that sea wate 
has a contrary effect! After a dip ev 
trace of salt water should be removed f 
the face and any other tender 
surfaces before you lie in the sun. 


REMEDIES 


If you have suffered already for neglect 
ing to protect your skin there are som 
simple remedies. 

For severe cases of sunburn use 
application of white of egg, wh 
especially soothing for blistered, br 
skin; and afterwards; when the inflamn 
tion lessens, use a healing cream. 

For a scorched, over-heated skin 
rubbing with a slice of cucumber dipp 
in a little witch hazel. = 

For a chapped skin apply lightly 
well-blended mixture of one part zinc 
oxide to two parts pure white vaseline 
Dust this over with powder and leave it 
on overnight.

A settlement was announced in an action in 
which Mrs. Florence Comac-Walshe, of Main 
street, Roscommon, claimed a declaration that

her father, the late Denir J. Harlowe, pur- 
chased 1,500 Ordinary shares in the Marconi 
Wireless Telegraph Co... Ltá., in her haine 
and for her benefit, and that in November 
of the same year she, being then a minor, 
purported to transfer the shares to nominees 
of the bank as security for her father’s over- 
draft. In March, 1925, 250 new shares were 
issued to the bank’s nominees by virtue of 
the holding referred to, and in 1929 all the 
shares were exchanged for stocks in Cables 
and Wireless, Ltd. The plaintiff alleged that 
the purported transfer of the shares was null 
and void, on the ground that it was made 
when she was under age, without consideration 
and without independent advice. 

For the bank it had been pleaded that the 
transfer was for the benefit of the plaintiff by 
reason of the fact that the mortgage 
thereby effectuated was the means bv which 
Mr. Harlowe purchased the Marconi shares 
and that in 1933 the plaintiff, being then of 
age, had confirmed and ratified the transfer 
to the nominees of the bank. It was sub- 
mitted that, in the circumstances. the bank 
were entitled to a lien upon the stock : 
The settlement provided that the action be 
dismissed on the bank agreeing to pay to the 
plaintiff her taxed ideal 1.

W* announce to-day the latest develop- 
ment in Ireland of the world’s 
oldest industry. 

Ever since the world began most of the 
living things of the earth, and espe- 
cially human _ beings—whose intellectual] 
superiority gives them dominance over all 
other creatures—have utilised cereals as 
staple articles of food. i 

“ Bread is the staff of life,” said the 
scribe of olden day, thereby establishing 
once and for all a phrase that has become 
a platitude in sedan civilisation. For 
if bad is the staff of life, so then is the 
golden grain, from which bread is made, 
a great and important ingredient in the 
establishment and upkeep of races and 
peoples, kingdoms and civilisations. 

In Southern Ireland to-day there is 
developing a new economy in the produc- 
tion of grain, and the manufacture from 
it of flour for the people’s needs. 

MODERN NEEDS. 

The number of flour mills in the Irish 
Free State has increased by nearly fifty 
per cent. in the last few years, and in 
each and every one of them special provi- 
sion is made for the handling of native 
wheat, which, by its large content of 
moisture, demands special care in handling 
and drying. 

Modern flour-milling necessitates highly 
skilled and scientific treatment under four 
main headings. These, briefly, may be 
described as (a) grain storage, (b) grain 
cleaning, blending and conditioning; (c) 
flour milling, and (4) storage and delivery 
of manufactured products. - 

These four necessary processes are 
carried out in the latest scientific manner 
at the Cork Milling Company’s new mill at 
Victoria quay, Cork, where the latest 
machinery and equipment are now in full 
production. 

DEVELOPMENTS. 

The Cork Milling Company, Ltd., com- 
prises the firms of John Furlong avd Sons 
(1920), Ltd., Cork; J. W. MacMullen and 
Sons, Ltd., Cork; T. Hallinan and Sons 
(1932), Ltd. (Avoncore Mills, Midleton 
and Glandalane Mills, Fermoy); J. and 
R. Webb, Ltd., Quartertown Mills, 
Mallow, and Bennett and Co., Ltd., 
Shannonvale Mills, Clonakilty. 

These firms, combining under the name 
of the Cork Milling Company, Ltd., are 
large employers of labour, and have mills 
dotted throughout Munster. 

The Cork Milling Company is the largest 
purchaser of native grain in the Southern 
province, and last year thousands of 
pounds passed directly to the farmers’ 
hands from the coffers of the company. 

The firm, in its various mills throughout 
the country, has erected patent drying 
plants, which will speedily handle native 
grain, and condition it in such a manner 
as to make it fit for storage over the winter 
period, and is now constructing a new 
vrain silo at Shannonvale Mills, Clona 
kilty. 

The new flour mills erected at Marina, 
Cork, are in keeping with the Cork Milling 
Company’s policy to maintain their build- 
ings, manufacturing systems and plant at 


— 


the highest and most moderr, standard of 
efficiency, 

The establishment of the new mills has 
also enabled the firm to equip plant to 
meet the special requiremerits necessary to 
deal with an increased percentage of home- 
grown wheat at Marina to-day. Anything 
up to 100 per cent. of Iriish wheat may be 
scientifically turned into flour whether it 
originally contains 16 per cent. or 26 per 
cent. of moisture. 

The buildings are of the latest reinforced 
concrete type of design, and have been 
constructed to harmonise with the com. 
pany s 12,500 tons grain storage silo built 
two years ago. The mill and screenhouse 
are both five storeys high, the mill proper 
having a slated and glass roof, and the 
screenhouse (where the wheat is prepared 
for the mill) has a flat roof. Each of the 
floors are large and lofty, and the space 
between floors is higher than is to be found 
in the ordinary flour mill in these islands. 
The steel-frame windows admit an abund- 
ance of light and ventilation so necessary 
to an industry producing the most widely 
used article of human food. 

STORAGE AND CLEANING. 

The new mill can draw wheat auto- 
matically from any of 110 bins in its silo, 
as well as from a 5,000 ton grain ware- 
house adjoining, and in its cleaning, 
blending and conditioning department 
treats the wheat to a most elaborate series 
of separation, scouring, grading, washing, 
drying, brushing, aspirating, etc. The 
mill is fitted with machinery, enabling 
exact control to be exercised at each opera- 
tion while the wheat flows through a net- 
work of elevators, conveyors, spouts, etc., 
to the final grinding bins. 

FLOUR MILLING. 

Clean conditioned wheat is received by 
the mill proper to be made into flour and 
into its by-products, bran and pollard. 
This is accomplished by a process in- 
volving, firstly, a set of machines called 
break rolls, which open out the wheat 
grains and cause them to deliver up the 
flour so carefully stored inside their bran 
coats. When it is remembered that about 
five million wheat grains have to be robbed 
of their store of food to produce a sack 
(280lb.) of flour, one gets an idea of the 
accuracy and precision necessary in the 
machinery—and in the art that the miller 
exercises in operating this,machinery. The 
wheat grains do not yield their flour- 
making materials willingly, and in the 
separation of the outside coverings from 
the interior a certain amount of particles of 
skin get mixed with the kernel from which 
the flour is derived. To separate these a 
system of purification by machines haviny 
fine mesh sieves and air currents is used. 
The pure material from the purifiers is 
then sent to be reduced to the consistency 
of flour on smooth rolls, and afterwards to 
a dressing department, where it must pass 
through very finely-woven silk covers 
before it finally reaches the flour stage. 
The largest portion of the skin of the 
wheat grain, when cleaned of all the 
kernal, is rolled and packed off as bran. 
The mixture of fine particles of skin and 


flour which cannot be further separeted is 
vraded, dressed, and packed for sale under 
the name of pollard. 

STORAGE AND DELIVERY. 

The mill occupies half the building only, 
and the other half does excellent duty as 
a finished products warehouse. Flour is 
packed off on the fourth floor, and bran 
and pollard on the fifth floor. From these 
floors the finished products are fed into 
double spiral chutes, to deliver either to a 
railway siding, now being constructed on 
the south side of the mill, or to-a spacious 
yard facing Victoria quay, where road 
vehicles are loaded. Thus, from. the 
warehouse side of the mill four different 
products may be leaded simultaneously. 
[In conjunction with the building of the 
new mill further storage bins have been 
added, and to-day close on 14,000 tons of 
grain can be stored in Ireland’s largest 


silo 
POWER. 

The power plant of the mill derives its 
energy indirectly from the Electricity 
Supply Board’s power station at Ardna- 
crusha, 63 miles distant. The current 
comes into a sub-station in Marina Mill 
premises at 10,000 volts, a.c., and is 
stepped down to 380 volts 50 cycles, a.c., 
and transmitted to the switchboard in the 
Cork Milling Company’s power-house. 
This switchboard is of the latest design, 
and consists of eight panels on which the 
supply is received and divided to the 
various departments, the usage of each 
being recorded through watt hour meters. 

The Cork Milling Company, Ltd., are 
among the Electricity Supply Board’s 
largest customers, and their yearly usago 
runs into millions of unitse 

CONTRACTORS. 

The -buildings were erected by Messrs. 
P. J. Hegarty and Sons, builders and con- 
tractors, Upper John street, Cork, who 
already have erected the offices of the 
company facing Albert quay, and who are 
at present engaged in the erection of fur- 
ther additions to the company’s offices. A 
large quantity of the timber used in the 
erection of the buildings was supplied by 
Messrs. J. Barry and Sons, timber mer- 
chants, Water street. Cork. 

Messrs. Goodbody, Ltd., of Clara: 
Messrs. Bishop and Co., Ltd., Cork and 
Dublin, and the Waterford Sack and Bag 
Company are the successful contractors 
for the supply of all sorts of sacks and 
bags required in the packing of flour 
to the company. 

Special weighing equipment in the 
shape of automatic weighers was supplied 
and erected by Messrs. Avery and Co., 
105 Middle Abbey street, Dublin. 

Messrs. Miag, drying specialists, of 
Brunswick, who have already erected 
grain drving plants for milis in Dublin, 
Cork. Maryborough, Portarlington and 
other places, erected the complete drying 
plant; used for, and particularly suitable 
for, drying Irish wheat.

It would 
seem like the formation of a Women’s 
National Party, such as revolutionised 
legislation in the United States.

A BIG week-end of motor sport starts 

to-morrow with the

be the last motor cycle race of the year 
in the metropolitan district; there is an 
entry of thirty-eight, and as speed events 
in the Park usually prove pleasant, a good 
attendance should be attracted.

Actually to-morrow’s circuit starts at 
the Pheonix monument, turns at the 
eer ni cross-roads, takes in the back 
road along by Ashtown, turns right at the 
Dépot, and comes down the back of the 
Zoological Gardens, thus regaining the 
main road, where another right turn puts 
the drivers on their way back to the 
monument. 

There will be twenty-four laps of 4.165 
miles each, and as the Motor Cycie 
Union's 100 miles speed championships are 
being decided in conjunction with the race, 
all riders will cover the full distance, 
although the main event is on handi- 
cap 

Two of the entrants are from England— 
W. Murtagh and R. Simpson—and so, 
more or less, is H. G. Tyrell Smith. who 
is the “ star ” rider on the programme. 


MERCEDES AMBITION 


Last year the German racing drivers, 
previously all-conquering in Grand. Pris 
racing, were beaten on their own ground, 
the Nurburg Ring, where Nuvolari won 
the German Grand Prix. This year’s 
G.G.P. takes place on Sunday, and it is 
regarded as the greatest event of the 
season, a fact which is indicated by the 
strong teams entered by the leading 
continental ‘‘ stables.’’ 

Mercedes-Benz are anxious to 
last year’s defeat. Their drivers—Carac- 
ciola, Fagioli, Chiron, von Brauchitsch 
and Lang—have been spending a lot of 
time on the course, and it is said that 
they have been getting well inside the 
record for the Ring. 

Alfa-Komeos will be represented by 
Nuvolari and Brivio in the 12-cylinder 
cars, and by Dreyfus, the Talbot driver, 
if he can be released, and either Tadini or 
Pintacuda in the 8-cvlinder cars. Pinta- 
cuda, along with Marinoni, have been in 
South America, where they took part in 
the Rio de Janeiro race without sucess, 
and in the San Paulo street race, where 
they were first and second. 

It is possible, of course, that Auto- 
Tmions will beat both Mercedes and Alfas. 
as they have done before. Their drivers 
will be von Stuck, the recertly-married 
Iiosemeyer, Varzi and von Delius. 

Richard Seaman. winner of the Inter 
national Race in the Isle of Man and of 
the British Empire Trophy, has been 
asked to drive for the official Maserati 
team—an honour, indeed, for an English- 
man, particularly as it comes so soon 
after the raising of sanctions. Count 
Trossi will drive the other “ works ’ 
Maserati, and independents will be driven 
hy Zanelli, Ruesch - and Cholmondley- 
Tapper ; Sommer will drive an indepen- 
dent Alfa, and Bugattis will be driven by 
the recently very successful Wimille and 
Rens. the latter a Dutchman and a new- 
comer.

LIFFEY SCHEME HOPE

HE problem of Dun Laoghaire's water 
fi supply was dealt with by Mr. F. Monks, 
barrister-at-law, in the course of an 
address to the Local Government (Dublin ) 
Tribunal, which was held yesterday in the 


Incorporated Law Society’s Chambers, Four ' 


Courts, Dublin, on behalf of the 
Laoghaire Borough Coiporation. 

Mr. Monks, in the course of his remarks in 
support of an extension of the Dun Laoghaire 
Borough boundaries, referred to the fact that 
the Tribunal was established for the purpose 
of performing the great and important public 
duty of devising the best means of modifying 
local government in respect of boundaries, 
financial relations, and joint operations in 
regard’ to public services. — Bo farfas Dun 
Laoghaire Borough Corporation was concerned 
he wished to thank the members of the 
Tribunal for the courtesy and facilities 
afforded to its legal and official representa- 
tives during the course of the proceedings. 

Continuing, Mr. Monks dealt in detail with 
the extension of Dun Laoghaire up to and 
after the time it became a borough, and said 
that it was the policy of Dun. Laoghaire 
Corporation not to concern itself with outside. 
bodies, except in so far as such interest might 
lead to mutual benefit. He referred to tae 
pew trafic which passed through. Dun 

oghaire in connection with outside develop- 
ments, and also in consequence of a local 
eer but he wished to impress on the 

ribunal that Dun Laoghaire did not seek for 
an inch of territory which the Dublin County 
Council might require for its own planning 
schemes in the next fifty years.

IMPORTANT MATTER 


Among the many important matters that 
would have to be dealt with by the Tribunal 
the most vital, he submitted, was the question 
vf water, not only for the City, but the 
County of Dublin. In almost every matter 
that came before the Tribunal the question of 


water arose, and there was a deep debt of | 


gratitude due to the members of the Tribunal 
for the large amount of time and attention 
given to this most important matter. They 
now knew the position regarding the water 
supply at the present time, and they were 


cognisant of the fact that the development of 
the northern portion of the county had been 
retarded, because of the absence of 
sufficient water. He trusted that when 
the Liffey scheme came into operation 
the law would provide that such a state of 
things as existed at the present time in the 
matter of water supply could never happen 
gain. 

‘* Let me recall,”’ said Mr. Monks. ‘ that 
actually during the sitting of this Tribunal 
the Dublin Corporation cut off the water 
supply to Dun Laoghaire, and in consequence 
of not haying water for domestic and other 
purposes many residents were obliged to 
vacate their homes. This is a state of thinys 
which shows the difficulties and results 
which can arise when one authority is supply- 
ing a commodity to the public through an- 
other authority, and it is a matter which, 
surely, demanded a remedy.” 


á 
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A SHORTAGE 


Mr. Rice, K.C., who, with Mr. Albert E. 
Wood, K.C., and Mr. T. J. Burke (instructed 
by Mr. Ignatius Rice, Law Agent), appeared 
for the Dublin Corporation, said that the re- 
ference of Mr. Monks in regard to the cut- 
ting off of the water supply occurred at the 
time when the water supply was short for 66 
days, and it was not only cut off in Dun 
Laoghaire, but in Bray and the city itself. 

“Tn view of the statement of Mr. Monks, 
Í must ask permission,” said Mr. Rice, “ to 
eall witnesses to prove the situation which 
then existed. I must do so because of the 
Statement that. Dun Laoghaire was singled 
out for specific treatment in the matter of 
cutting off the water.” 

The Chairman—The Tribunal will corisider 
your application. 

Proceeding, Mr. Monks criticised the 
mauner in which the water accounts of the 
Dublin Corporation were presented, and said 
that it appeared that, notwithstanding that 
there was a public water rate, domestic water 
was sold at a profit. It was an extraordinary 
thing, he said, that since its earliest days the 
Dublin Corporation had never been obliged 
hy law to produce accounts in respect of 
waiter. He disputed the statement of the 
Dublin Corporation that the production of 
water cost sixpemce per 1,000 gallons, and 
added that under the bulk system of supply 
Dun Laoghaire was now obliged to pay 
£6.555 per year. The whole business of the 
water supply was in a complex and irritating 
state. 


COST OF NEW_SCHEME 


Mr. Monks, continuing, said that he would 
submit a formula by which an arrangement 
might be reached over the question of water 
between the Dublin Corporation and the 
Borough of Dun Laoghaire. In doing this 
he was not suggesting any specific treatment 
for Dun Laoghaire, and wished to make it 
clear that he desired that anything that would 
apply to Dun Laoghaire would include the 
added areas generally, He said that he ex- 
pected that Dun Laoghaire would have to 
eontribute towards the cost of the new water 
scheme for Dublin, and he would regard this 
as a serious matter. in view of the fact that 
Dun Laoghaire would not have any share in 
whatever profits might accrue from the 
undertaking. This was hard on Dun 
Laoghaire in view of the fact that the Dublin 
Corporation got 2s. 3d. profjt on every 1,000 
gallons of domestic water disposed of to such 
places as Raheny. ae 

To the Chairman—We are prohibited for 
all time from having our own water supply 
in Dun Laoghaire. Over forty years ago we 
had our plans prepared for a waterworks 
scheme, but the Dublin Corporation prevented 
us going forward with it, and the situation 
now is that we must secure our water from 
the Dublin Corporation, and that authority 
alone. 

Mr. Monks had not concluded when the 
Tribunal adjourned until to-day at, 11 o'clock,

and this point is likely to win great 
approval from the many Americans who 
are beginning to look on the European 
situation with dread and _ mistrust. 
America, now as always, does not wish to 
be involved in war, and her attitude seems 
to be reflected with great accuracy in the 
Republican programme. Apart from the 
appeal of the Republican policy in political 
affairs, a strong bid has been made for 
the support of the American farmers, 
These, who were left somewhat out of 
account in President Roosevelt’s “ New 
Deal ” plans, are now in a worse position 
than ever owing to the drought, which has 
ruined millions of acres of crops in the 
South and Middle-West. Governor Landon 
has promised that a Republican, Govern- 
ment will grant cash benefits to farmers, 
in order to “ cushion ” them against price 
fluctuations, and to protect their standards 
For the rest, his programme 
appears to be purely negative. Any 
Government which has been long in power 
brings a certain amount of disillusionment 
to its citizens, and the Republicans have 


Mr. Roosevelt—inevitably—has laid him- 
self open to criticism. His “ New Deal” 
plans, of course, have been autocratic ; and 
Governor Landon will have some justifica- 
tion if he denounces many of them as 
tyrannous and an infringement of private 
liberty. Nevertheless, the main battle 
between Republicans and Democrats will 
concern another aspect of the “ New 
Deal '— State Federal 
control. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s plans when he took 
office were spectacular—so spectacular 
that, while they won public enthusiasm, 
thet laid themselves open to the suspicion 
of wunsoundness. Many of his plans, 
indeed, have proved unworkable; but to 
imply that they had to be rbandoned 
because of their own faults would be com- 
pletely unjust. Mr. Roosevelt may not 
have converted the United States into a 
twentiethcentury Utopia, but no man 
could have done more for his country, 
and no plans less daring than his would

A Good Example 


Decent ‘ gestures '” are not so common 
in [Ireland to-day that when one occurs we 
can aff@rd to overlook it. Mr.. Willidm 
Gilleece was nominated in the United Ire- 
land interest at the recent municipal 
elections in Dublin; but failed to secure 
a seat. His failure was not due to any 
lack of zeal on the part of his supporters, 
who painted the legend—‘ Vote No. 1 
Gilleece,’’ or words to that effect, in large 
white letters upon the parapet of Butt 
Bridge some weeks before the election took 
place. It seems, however, that the can- 
didate himself took no part in this act of 
untidiness ; and at yesterday 's meeting of 
the Port and Docks Board a letter from 
Mr. Gilleece was read, disclaiming all 
responsibility, and offering to pay for the 
obliteration of the offending legend. We 
cannot speak too highly of this action. If 
Mr. Gilleece had succeeded in his can- 
didature it would have been less remark- 
able, and less generous—in the old sense 
of the word; but twice as mach credit 
attaches to it, coming from one who has 
reason to make such 
“gestures.” Indeed, he sets a notable 
example to those other candidates who, 
having secured their seats, have not

THE REGULATIONS 


The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day :—The Opposition added nothing to 
the array of argument against the Unem- 

loyment Assistance Board’s regulations 
y keeping the House of Commons at 
work through Wednesday night. Over- 
much speaking does not add to under- 
standing, and repetition destroys emphasis. 
With their eyes on the by-elections, their 
ears alert for the directing voice of the 
National Council of Labour, they have 
left no doubt that the means test is their 
chosen bone of contention. There have 
been unheeded voices among their ad- 
visers, and notably in the Labour Press, 
which have warned them to take another 
course. But the Labour Party has hung 
and knotted about its neck the principle 
that unemployed persons in need of assist- 
ance have a right to call for help on the 
community ‘before receiving help from 
their own families. That is.a denial of 
the essential conditions of family life. far 
more disastrous in its implication than 
anything which the regulations have done 
or will do. On the Opposition side the 
debate was conducted with no sense of 
appreciation of the direct and secondary 
effects of indiscriminate assistance. 

What the Labour Party has been re- 
peating for three days and a night in the 
House of Commons, adds The Times, is 
not altogether what has been said in the 
privacy of party meetings. Mr. Findlay, 
the Chairman of the’ Trades Union 
Congress General Council, made an 
interesting disclosure at the -Miners’ 
Conference yesterday.. It may have been 
disingenuous candour or a calculated in- 
discretion when he said that the campaign 
of the Labour movement against the regu- 
lations is handicapped by the knowledge 
that they will bring benefit not only to 
many households, but also to whole areas. 
In the House of Commons there has been 
no more than a feeble hint now and then 
by an Opposition speaker that the new 
regulations would improve at all upon 
the old or upon the conditions that existed 
before the Board’s administration began. 
But in secret the fact is admitted, and 
that makes it the more certain that the 
Labour Party is opposing open-eyed the 
abrogation of abuses of public assistance 
which are well known, as well as the 
introduction of fairness and equity into 
the scheme of assistance.

AN APPRECIATION BY L.B. 


Many people must have read with great 


interest the various appreciations of the | 


Henrietta White which appeared 
in the Grish Times. These dealt chiefly, 
as was fitting, with her distinguished 
educational career, and with the social and 
philanthropic work which made her so 
widely known. 

But, besides her public work and her 
great power of organisation, there was 
another, and most lovable, side of her 
character which only her friends could 
fully realise. Her unfailing and instince- 
tive courtesy. and kindness endeared her to 
people of widely different positions and 
abilities. She loved children and young 
people, and had a great influence over 
them. She loved the poor, and her sym- 
pathy went out to the sorrowful and 


late Dr. 


exceedingly busy life, and the almost 
ceaseless calls upon her time and strength, 
she found leisure to do an untold number 
of kindnesses to people in sickness or 
trouble. To how many have her gifts of 
fruit and flowers, her kind and encouraging 
letters, brought solace in their trials and 
difficulties. 

She was a very interesting conversa- 
tionalist, and a most deliyltful travelling 
companion. One ‘never knew a dull 
moment in her company—one had left 
commonplace things behind. She had an 
extraordinary sense of humour—that 
gentie, wistful, inimitable humour which 
is characteristically Celtic. She would tell 
you with so much joy and understanding 
of some wise or witty or semi-mystical 
saying of an old Irish peasant, or of some 
workman or servant or little child whom 
she had chanced to meet. 

She was a great reader, chiefly of 
history and biographies, and of books 
bearing on her own special subjects of 
education, social work and gardening. She 
was very well known in the horticultural 
world. Gardening, I think, was the hobby 
nearest her heart. She made beautiful 
gardens—not always under ideal condi- 
tions—and her cherished collection of 
scented pelargoniums, of which ‘she had 
over 170, was almost unique. 

She had a long life, and none of her 
friends will forget the noble fortitude and 
a Fag, patience with which she 
bore the long period of suffering which 
preceded her death.

The sitting of the House of Commons 
which began at a quarter to three on Wed- 
nesday was still in progress at the usual 
hour for assembly yesterday. It was a 
serious debate, and until last evening 
there were very few of the stormy inci- 
dents which marked the all-night sittings 
when the Irish Nationalists were a force 
to be reckoned with. During Wednesday 
night there was a good deal of chaff, but 
it was good-htumoured, and the occupant 
of the chair was rarely called upon to in- 
tervens, 

Members came and went in relays; 
some to snatch an hour or so of sleep, and 
others to seek refreshment. The lady 
members stuck it as well as anybody, and 
bore little signs of fatigue. Miss Hors-

INVITATIONS TO ITALY 
AND GERMANY

TE representatives of France, Belgium 
and the United Kingdom, having 
met in London yesterday, mindful of the 
arrangements of 19th March and the oe 
ls of the German Chancellor of ólst 
arch, and those of the French Govern- 
ment of 8th April, have arrived at the 
following conclusions, says a communtqué 
issued last night :— 

(1) The main purpose to which the 
efforts of all European nations must be 
directed is to consolidate peace by means 
of a general settlement. : 

(2) Such a settlement can only be 
achieved by the free co-operation of all 
the Powers concerned, and nothing would 
be more fatal to the hopes of such a 
settlement than the division, apparent or 
real, of Europe into opposing blocs. 

(3) The three Governments accordingly 
consider that steps should be taken to 
arrange a meeting of the five Locarno 
Powers as soon as such a meeting can 
conveniently be held. The first business 
to be undertaken should, in their opinion, 
be to negotiate a new agreement to take 
the place of the Rhine Pact of Locarno, 
and to resolve, through the collaboration 
of al] concerned, the situation created by 
the German initiative of the 7th of 
March. 

(4) The three Governments accordingly 
propose to enter into communication with 
the German and Italian Governments 
with a view to ebtaining their participa- 
tion in the meeting thus proposed. 


TO WIDEN DISCUSSION 


(5) If progress can be made at this 
meeting, other matters affecting European 
peace will necessarily come under discus- 
sion. In such circumstances it would be 
natural to look forward to the wideninz 
of the area of the discussion in such a 
manner as to facilitate, with the collabora. 
tion of the other interested Powers. the 
settlement of those problems the solution 
of which is essential to the peace of 
Europe. 

It was made clear, the Press Associa- 
tion understands, that Britain would 
stand by any military guarantee into 
which she entered as a result of the 
German denunciation of ithe Locarno 
agreement. 

The questions of date and place of the 
projected five-Power conference were not 
discussed, but it is hoped that the meeting 
will take place either before the Assembly 
of the League at the end of September or 
shortly after.

“ For the good of all of us we must re- 
establish responsibility in the handling of 
Government finances, and recognise that 
the Government has not an unlimited 
supply of money to spend.” 


THE FARMERS 


Regarding the interests of the farmers, 
Mr. Landon said that some, who were de- 
pendent on foreign markets, were suffering 
from disadvantages arising from world dis- 
orders. Until the latter were eliminated 
the Republicans proposed to grant. cash 
benefits in order to cushion farm families 
against the disastrous cffects of price 
fluctuations, and to protect their standards 
of living.

APARTMENT HOUSE 
COLLAPSES 
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FIVE KILLED IN 
BUDAPEST

Five persons are so far known to have 
been killed ‘and thirteen injured in the 
collapse of a four-storey apartment house 
in one of the main streets of Budapest this 
afternoon. 

Police and the fire brigade, assisted by 
troops, are working feverishly among 
the ruins to recover the bodies of the 
victims, and it is feared that the number 
of dead may be found to-be even greater. 

The Mayor of Budapest is personally 
supervising these operations. 

The cause of the disaster is not known, 
but is thought to be due to rebuilding 
operations which were being carried out 
on the first floor of the building, which 
contained 60 apartments. 

The huge building collapsed with a 
loud, rumbling noise into a heap of ruins 
amid a great cloud of dust, through which 
streams of water rose from broken pipes. 

The work of clearing away the débris 
and searching the ruins will continue 
throughout the night, and military search- 
lights are being brought to the scene to 
facilitate this task. 


JAPANESE TYPHOON 
DEATHS 


BOATS SUNK: HOUSES 
FLOODED

Nearly 2,000 homes were inundated in a 
typhoon, the first of the season, which 
swept Kylushu Island during the night, 
according to reports reaching the Home 
Ministry to-day.

Hugh McAteer was then arraigned on 
charges of illegal possession with intent 
to endanger life of a fully loaded revolver, 
seven rounds of ammunition, 684 sticks of 
gelignite, ‘and 164 yards of fuse. 

When charged he replied: “I deny the 
right of this Court to try me as a soldier 
of the Irish Republic.’ 


THE TWO ARMIES 


Mr. Begley, K.C., who prosecuted, said 
there was enough gelignite in the house 
to blow up practically every building in 
the city. About three or four sticks would 
demolish the courthouse. The prisoner 
took responsibility for it, and there could 
be no doubt as to the object for which 
these articles were held in the possession 
of the prisoner. The prisoner also took 
responsibility for treasonable documents 
found. 

“There is no room for a Republican 
Army here,” said Mr. Begley. ‘‘ There 
is one Army, and it is quite sufficient 
to protect the lives of the people. There 
is no necessity and no desire for it. We 
don’t want this army here or in any part 
of. the country.” 

When asked did he wish to say any- 
thing, McAteer said that he refused to 
recognise the jurisdiction of the Court. 

The jury were absent only a few 
minutes. 


“REALLY HIGH TREASON ” 


In passing the sentence on the two men 
Lord Justice Andrews said: ‘‘ Those who 
take up arms and plot against the State 
must be prepared to take the consequences 
of their grossly criminal acts. The peace of 
this city cannot be broken with impunity 
by acts of lawlessness, treachery and 
treason. You McAteer have added to the 
gravity of your offence by refusing to 
recognise the Court. 

“The King’s peace must be and will be 
maintained, and the people must be pro- 
tected from acts of gross disloyalty and 
crimes which are in reality high treason.”’ 

Lord Justice Andrews expressed the 
hope that the sentences would be a 
deterrent to other people. 


PRISONERS CHEERED 

When the prisoners were being taken by 
Crossley tender along Bishop street to jail 
crowds gathered at the top of Long Tower, 
a Nationalist area, and at the foot of 
Fountain street, a Unionist area. Cheers 
were raised as the tender passed, and 
there was a shout of ‘‘ Two more for Ire- 
land.”’

WARNING TO REBEL 
LEADER 


The military and naval authorities at 
Gibraltar have made strong protests 
against the shelling and bomb-dropping 
which have endangered British lives in the 
Straits.

A WARNING against the dangers of 

warfare from the air was voiced by 
Colonel Charles Lindbergh, in a speech at 
a lunch given in his honour at the Air- 
men’s Club to-day. 

Referring to the rapid development of 
aviation, he said: ‘‘ While we are making 
the world smaller in peace time, we are 
at the same time depriving every nation 
of its armour in war time. It is no longer 
possible to protect a nation to-day by an 
army. The army can ward off an air raid 
as little as a steel vest can deflect a rifle 
bullet. 

“ Aviation has brought about the 
most- fundamental change in warfare that 
has ever been known. It has destroyed 
what we call defensive warfare. It has 
converted defence into attack. We are 
now no longer able to defend with the aid 


á 


of an army those who are most dear to us. 
Our cultural possessions, in fact every in- 
stitution of value to us, is open to an air 
attack. The responsibility rests with us 
not to destroy by the development of avia- 
tion the very things we wish to protect. 


SERIOUS SITUATION 


* Travelling through Europe, he con- 
tinued, “ I have besome conscious of the 
seriousness of the situation with which we 
are confronted. When I see that within 
one or two days damage can be wrought, 
which no period of time can ever repair, 


I realise that we must provide for a new | 
security, a security which is dynamic and | 


not static, a security based on reason and 
not on force. 

“ The education which is necessary in 
aviation must also teach the value of the 
achievements Of civilisation. 

“‘ Our responsibility for the creation of 
a strong destructive force will be 
heightened by the knowledge that we have 
united this force with reason and educa- 
tion, and that we have further separated 
force from ignorance.

On Section 18, which empowers a sheriff 
or county registrar levying for arrears of 
annuities to seize any goods found on the 
lands, Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY moved 
an amendment to restrict the powers of the 
sheriff in that regard. 

He said that he sought to provide that articles 
like a person's motor car would not be Seized 
in respect of rates or annuities due by Inm.

DANGER TO AN INDUSTRY 


Mr. MeMENAMIN moved an amendment 
to Section 4242. He criticised the section, 
which set out that the . determination, of 
whether any thoroughbred stock is, or is not, 
of a nature and character suitable. within 
the meaning of the Land Act, 1927, to the 
requirements of the country be transferred 
from the Minister for Lands to the. Minister 
for Agriculture; and that the decision of all 
questions whethe: any land is being used in 
a bona fide manner as a farm for the pur- 
pose of breeding thoroughbred stock, shall 
be made by the Lay Commissioners, whose 
decision shall be final, subject only to an 
appeal to the Appeal Tribunal on questions 
of jaw or value, and the decision of the 
Tribunal on appeal to be final, subject only 
to appeal to the Supreme Court on ques- 
tions of law. 

Mr. "“McMENAMIN said land wag not a 
perishable or movéable article, and appeals 
did not take up a lot of time. Why the 
hurry? The Lay Commissioners were now 
being given absolute powers to decide facts, 
and it was going very far to give them such 
powers 

Mr, AIKEN said the object was simply to 
divest the Minister for Lands of rights which 
properly beleng- to the Minister for Agricul- 
ture. That: was the intention of the 1933 
Act, but at the time the offices of Lands and 
Agriculture were held by the one person.

A MINISTER’S POWERS 


Mr. BENNETT {U.L, Limerick), speaking 
on the section, said that our bloodstock was 
not bred for this country but for foreign 
countries. The Minister for Agriculture or 
any future Minister for Agriculture, or any 
Deputy of the House, was not the person 
to decide whether any particular bloodstock 
produced in any land or in any stud farm is 
the right type of bloodstock. There never 
would be agreement between any two persons 
on that particular subject. 

They would, in the bill, place the whole 
future of their industry in the hands of 
the Minister for Agriculture, who eoaid 
declare what was the best type of bloodst -ck 
for this country. There was in the section a 
small bloodstock breeder, 
rather than a danger to the stud farms, 
because the Minister would be slow to inter- 
fere with the latter people. 

In previous acts it was thought fit to pro- 
tect the interest of bloodstock breeders. In 
the Section, however, the word ‘ thorough- 
bred ” stock did net apply solely to horses, 
but apparently could be made to apply to the 
whole range of bloodstocks. What, he asked, 
was the purpose of the Section? Was it 
because it was proposed to establish a national 
race track that the Minister wanted to control 
the breeding of horses? 


THE SMALL MAN 

Mr. D. McMENAMIN said that it was 
the small man with an instinct for the breed- 
ing of bloodstock that made this country 
famous for its. horses, 

Mr, FINLAY (U.L., Leix-Offaly) said that 
more employment was given in horse breed- 
ing. in this. country than in any other 
industry. He urged the Minister not to 
interfere with  bloodstock breeding.

The latest Bank of England return reveals 
a further increase of £335,926 in the active 
note circulation, which rises to the record 
level of £443,594,688. The expansion was 
rather smaller than that recorded in the 
similar week of last year, so that the years 
net expansion has ben reduced to 
£42.764.735. The bank added £4,771,656 to 
its total bullion holdings during the week, 
so that, after allowing for the small efflux of 
notes, the banking department reserve showed
